2. Citations and explanations 

In view of the documents cited in the search report, the 
invention as defined in the claims meets the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(1), that is it appears to be novel, 
inventive and industrially applicable. The reasons 
therefor are as follows: 



The invention concerns a ski binding for cross-country and 
touring skis with a step-in mechanism. The closest prior 
art is WO-84/00498 (Dl) and constitutes the basis for the 
introductory part of independent Claim 1. 

The problem addressed consists in providing a binding that 
remains locked even when stronger forces are applied to 
the binding, making it suitable for Nordic high- 
performance sport and not a release binding. 

Said problem is solved by the fact that the rounded or 
bevelled part of the retaining bolts is located above the 
plane which extends through the longitudinal axis of the 
bolt and in the engaged state is parallel to the top ski 
surface, extending only downwards. 

None of the documents cited in the search report contains 
the characterising features of the invention or gives any 
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hints enabling a person skilled in the art to arrive at 
this solution. 

Claims 2-5 are dependent on Claim 1 and therefore likewise 
meet the PCT requirements for novelty, inventive step and 
industrial applicability. 

Observations: Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the 
description does not cite document Dl or indicate the 
relevant prior art disclosed therein. If necessary, this 
can be remedied in the regional phase . 
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
